Three wells will be drilled in the 
Milk River field by the Calmont Oils 
and by the Canadian Natural Gas, 
Heat and Rower Co. according to re¬ 
port. 

The wells will be drilled on the hold 
ings of the Canadian Western Natur¬ 
al Gas company which controls 22,000 
acres of potential oil and gas lands 
south of Lethbridge. The well must be 

■ tiling before the end of the present 
year. 

Canadian Western Natural Gas 
company, as is well known, is one of 
the powerful units operating in Alber 
ta fields and is now securely entrench 
ed as a distributor of natural gas to 
Lethbridge, Calgary apd other cities, 
and as owner of large areas of poten¬ 
tial oil and gas lands. This deal with 
Caimont presages an intensive cam- 

■ agn of exploration of their holdings 
in the south. 

It is understood a new company 
will be organized to carry on the new 
development work the two groups be¬ 
ing jointly interested. The announce¬ 
ment is hailed with delight in Leth¬ 
bridge, Calgary and other cities, as 
owner of large areas and companies in 
the Lethbridge field, independent oil 
companies owning adjacent oil lands 
will be materially strengthened by 
the Canadian Western-Calmont drill¬ 
ing agreement. 

After shooting McLeod No. 1 well 
on Thursday, the hole was broken 
enough to enable drilling. The pres¬ 
ent flow is said to be between 15,0 
000 and 20,000,000 cubic feet daily. 

Banner Oils-which is b eing drilled 
on the Highwood structure, was spud¬ 
ded in on September 11th. The well 
is located on section 34-17-3. There 
are now six rigs working on this struc 
ture. 

A statement issued by the president 
of the Calgary Stock Exchange shows 
that transactions in oil far exceed 
that of last year. During the month 
of July, which is usually qtnet, 1,096,- 
665 oil stock shares were traded at 
the Exchange with a total value of. 
$2,453,162. 

Homestead oil derrick and a quan¬ 
tity of tools, near Hartel, went up in 
smoke on Monday morning. The 
cause of fire was investigated and it 
is believed to have been started by de 
fective wiring. When the blaze start- 
ted casing had been run and every¬ 
thing was in readiness “Nr drilling. 
The well is down to a deptV of 3,480 
feet and quite near the Producing 
limestone. A new derricy will be 
erected immediately.

THE HYDRO SYSTEM 

Has Now Ramifications at Almost 
Every lmportityit Point in Province 

The rapid manner in which the Cal¬ 
gary Hydro Electric is spreading its 
power lines throughout the province 
is amazing and it is anticipated by the 
end of the year they will have a com¬ 
plete net work all over Southern Al¬ 
berta. Last week the ratepayers of 
Cardston ratified the agreement with 
the Calgary Power Company to sup¬ 
ply electric energy to the town. 

Pincher Creek on Tuesday- also de¬ 
cided to hook up when the town coun¬ 
cil, accepting a mandate from a rate¬ 
payers’ meeting, decided to validate 
an agreement for the sale of the mun 
icipal power plant to the Calgary Pow 
er Company for $18,000, and to grant 
the company a franchise. The com¬ 
pany agrees to have service in Pinch¬ 
er Creek by December 15. 

Cardston and Pincher Creek are 
key town in southwestern Alberta, 
ir decision to line up behind the 
Calgary Power Company virtually" 
means- that the large and prosperous 
foothills’ mixed farming and ranching 
region will be served. A dozen towns 
eventually will get service. The hy¬ 
dro system now covers Southern Al¬ 
berta from Calgary south to within 
12 miles of the Alberta-Montana bor¬ 
der. 

The Macleod and Aldersyde -lines 
are served eastward, and the trans¬ 
mission lines extend to Taber. Now 
they will, reach out west to Pincher 
Creek, and probably to Cowley, the 
fringe of the territory generally look¬ 
ed upon as tied up with the East 
Kootenay Power Company of Bull 
River and Femie. The east Koote¬ 
nay lines now extend as far .east as 
Bellevue on the Crow’s Nest Pass. 

The arrival at Vulcan recently of a 
large consignment of poles for the 
Calgary Power Company is an indica¬ 
tion of the intention of that company 
to deliver hydro power "not only to 
towns and villages but al^o to the rur 
al communities. The material laid 
down is for an extension of the elec¬ 
tric line north from Vulcan. Here as 
well as elsewhere there is a constant¬ 
ly increasing demand for light and 
power services in town and country. 
The McGregor Construction Company 
is now constructing the line to as far 
as Jacobson’s farm.

Value of Pool Elevators. 438 Being 
Operated at This Date 


A total of $6,000,000 is now invest¬ 
ed in Alberta wheat pool elevators, 
and with the completion of a new ele¬ 
vator at Warwick, north of Vegreville 
for which a contract was let on Wed¬ 
nesday last, the number of elevators 
operated by the pool will be 438, with 
a total capacity of 16,580,300 bushels, 
officials of the pool announced. 

During the past spring and sum¬ 
mer the Alberta pool increased the 
number of its country elevators by 
120 of which 85 were built and 35 pur 
chased from other elevator companies 
The capacity of the Alberta Pool ter¬ 
minal elevator a t. Vancouver is being 
doubled this year. Two other termin¬ 
al elevators are being leased from the 
goveinment, one at Prince Albert and 
one at Vancouver, the company states. 
The capacity of the three terminal ele 
vators is now more than 8,000,000 
bushels as follows: Prince Rupert, 1,- 
250,000 bushels; Vancouver No. 1, 5,- 
250,000 bushels; Vancouver No. 2, 1,- 
650,000 bushels.*

IS THERE MANIPULATION? 


U is difficult for one who visits the 
Turner Valley field each week to offer 
a sane reason for the slump in stock 
prices of the majority of oil compan¬ 
ies.

The report of 
the Imperial and Regal Refineries 
shows that during August a total of 
97063 barrels of naphtha and light 
crude oil were'delivered to the two 
refineries. Here we find a substantial 
increase of 5213 barrels in August, 
more than during July of this year 
and yet for some reason oil stocks 
slump. A false report was circulated 
in the east that Home wells were pet¬ 
ering out and that in the face of an 
increase of production of 800 barrels 
per day from Home N'o. 3 well. It is 
practically certain the total deliveries 
of naphtha and oil will far exceed the 
100,000 barrel mark this month. 

Another false report was that Roy- 
alite 4 well was petering out. Inves¬ 
tigation leads to the fact that Royal- 
ite 4 has always since coming in, been 
freezing for short intervals and then 
coining back with usual force. Some 
freezing occurred at this well last 
week but it is back to normal again. 

Home No. 1 well which was brought 
into production on February 10 this 
year, with a rather small hole, has 
fluctuated in its production as was ex¬ 
pected. The production has 'been 
around 500 and 600 barrels of naptha 
daily. This hole will be widened and 
this will help to maintain a steady 
floV- The flow from the other two 
Home wells is normal. No. 2 is giv¬ 
ing 500 barrels and No. 3 Home over 
600 barrels daily. This production is 
correct being from the Imperial oil re 
ports. And strange to say stocks in 
Home have gone down to $17.60 per 
share.

DRINKING IS DIMINISHING 


Winston Churchill, British states¬ 
man, on his way to California, stop¬ 
ped at Seattle long enough to assert 
that his countrymen are voluntarily 
drinking less liquor each year, and 
that as a result criminal convictions 
have been cut in half. Mr. Churchill 
declined to comment on the prohibi¬ 
tion problem in America, but said 1 it 
would never succeed in his own coun¬ 
try. “The British have a deep-rooted 
prejudice against compulsion,” he 
said. “British drinking is diminishing 
from champagne down to beer. Dur¬ 
ing five years as chancllor of the ex¬ 
chequer I had to write off £3,000,000 
a year from this source. There has 
been an immense decrease in drunken¬ 
ness and we have actually had to shut 
down some of our prisons. We real¬ 
ize $500,000,000 a year from our li¬ 
quor taxes—which, I understand, you 
give to your bootleggers. 


Speaking to members of the Cana¬ 
dian Chamber of Commerce at Edmon 
ton, recently, Premier Browtpee took 
! up the cudgels for tile prairie farmer. 
I He said in part: 

j "In no part of the Domiircn has th, 
inspiration of British institutions and 
British ideals been more closely fol¬ 
lowed than on the prairie. The prai- 
* lie farmer has paid the price of Can- 
| jidian nationhood, dollar for dollar 
and man for man. The great sacrifice 
I for Empire and the Empire’s ideals 
tore alike the hearts of the prairie mo 
ther and the prairie father.” 

The magnificent independence of 
spirit which blazed the trails across 
Canada would oppose any policy that 
placed unfair burdens on the prairie 
products, unless those . burdens were 
met by compensating circumstances. 

Prentier Brownlee, commented on 
the eastern criticism of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass railway rates. The peren¬ 
nial source of irritation, he declared, 
was the tariff. 

There is no surer way of promoting 
Canadian sentiment, Canadian loyalty 
and a truly Canadian outlook than by 
constant attention to tile economic 
needs of the various parts of Canada, 
ill the hope that tile component politi¬ 
cal parts will at all times feel that 
whatever other issues may arise from 
time to v time to disturb the harmony 
of Canadian thought, it is still strong 
ly in the economic interests of edch 
that the Canadian 'nation should re¬ 
main intact and undisturbed. 

In the last analysis, claimed the 
Farmer government premier, it is true 
that upon the wisdom shown by tha 
provinces in the administration and 
development of the ic. juices and the 
degree of co-operation exercised by 
them rested the entire fabric of con¬ 
federation. Fortunately, he said, it 
had been established Unit economic 
considerations entirely over-ride polit¬ 
ical boundaries. 

He instanced the organization of 
the wheat pool in Western Canada to 
show to what a small extent political 
boundaries or considerations need be 
considered in the marketing of agri 
cultural products. He suggested that 
such an accomplishment had done a 
great deal in breaking down parochial 
and local considerations and was a 
factor in building up a greater. Cana¬ 
dian spirit. More and more the eco¬ 
nomic interests of the various sections 
of Canada over-ride political boundar¬ 
ies and serve to create wider interests 
than merely local or provincial, he de¬ 
clared. , 

He believed the problem of Cana¬ 
dian citizenship today more and more 
became a problem of creating better 
understanding between the various 
provincial partners, and in proportion 
as they developed that better under¬ 
standing so,would their economic part 
nership be made more complete.

NOT FAIR TO PEDESTRIAN 


Vivian Carter, editor of the Rotar- 
ian, went from London, England to 
Chicago and writing about the traf¬ 
fic business as he sees it, says: “1 
wouldn’t add any more clubs or lea¬ 
gues to the thousands we have but 
just one— a League of Pedestrians. 
They needn’t do much walking, only- 
just enough to assert the right to 
walk. That right is at present prac¬ 
tically forbidden by authority. The 
road belongs to wheeled traffic, save 
when the traffic signal permits the 
walker to cross. Cross he at any oth¬ 
er time his life is legally forfeited. 
Car drivers- do not see themselves 
called on to slow down by the frac¬ 
tion of a second if the signal is for 
them. Directly they get the signal 
they use the right to drive like the 
devil and let him take the straggling 
pedestrian who hasn’t had time to get 
clear. In Britain, the car-driver does 
recognize the pedestrian with all his 
faults as a human being and will al¬ 
ways stow up, or even swerve rather 
that risk running him down. True 
pedestrians take advantage of this 
good nature; hut in Britain it is still 
the theory that legs are the normal, 
natural and God given way to get 
about.”

It is hoped 
that due regard for the welfare of all 
thes e birds will be recognized by all 
sportsmen and others sc. ' that they 
will become firmly established.

77,512 barrels of naptha and IP,511 
barrels of light crude oil.

Here is an interesting story told by 
the Financial Post on hidden assets of 
Canadian companies. It says no long 
er does the investor look to the in¬ 
come account and then sits back satis¬ 
fied that he knows where the com- 
,iany stands. The balance sneet 
means more today than ever it did be 
fore. This statement applies particu¬ 
larly to the old line companies which 
'.over a period of years have built up 
Harge reserves and have buried them 
under the tombstones of. “invest¬ 
ments.” 

Unfortunately the majority of com¬ 
panies in this country follow the prac 
j tice of giving only enough informa- 
I tion to shareholders as is necessary 
j to^comply with the law. Some issue 
I balance sheets which are hardly 
j worth the paper they are printed op. 

| Others go even farther and do not is- 
j sue an income statement. 

I That this is unfair to the share¬ 
holder is only too apparent. In that 
one item of “investments,” however, 
are often hidden assets worth many 
times their book value and which, if 
known, would have a vital bearing 
upon the market value of the com¬ 
pany's stock. 

1 While the companies in this coun¬ 
try are fairly reasonable in giving in¬ 
formation to their shareholders in re¬ 
spect to their investment, there is 
much to be done before the sharehold¬ 
er has anything like a comprehensive 
idea of the values back of his hold¬ 
ings. 

In building up investment reserves, 
many companies have taken on the 
functions of small investment trusts' 

In these investments many compan 
ies have actual or potential assets of 
immense value. The case of the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway is an outstand¬ 
ing one. Assets are carried on the 
books at a value which is far from rep 
resenting their true worth. At the 
end of 1928, the C.P.R. showed on its 
bool^s 252,606 shares of Consolidated 
Mining and Smelting stock fit; a value 
of $6,315,150. This stock today lias a 
market value‘'of $98,516,000, or rough 
ly $92,000,000 more than the balance 
sheet shows. 

Farm land holdings of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway have been writ¬ 
ten up in recent years to nearer their 
approximate value,, but other proper¬ 
ty assets are still far below their act¬ 
ual worth. For example: 3,000,000 
acres of coal rights in Alberta are car 
ried on the books at $1, yet revenue 
from under lease to December 31, 
1928, totalled $294,479. 

Natural gas rights in 100,000 acres 
of land in Alberta are valued by the 
company at $1." Revenue from area 
under lease to December 31, 1928, to¬ 
talled $345,717. 

Petroleum rights reserved in 50,000 
acres of land sold and unsold in Al¬ 
berta, to d)e developed on a royalty 
basis, are valued at $1. Revenue from 
this source up to the end of last year, 
totalled $128,456. 

In the.last two items, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway has assets of great 
potential value. Developments in the 
Turner Valley field and- elsewhere in 
Alberta, largely sponsored by the Im¬ 
perial Oil Company, which works 
closely with the railway, may turn in¬ 
to the company millions and millions 
of dollars. 

In various other ways the Canadian 
Pacific Railway has conservatively! 
valued its assets. It might be said 
that the company has gone too far in 
undervaluing its assets, as the ordin¬ 
ary shareholder is in the dark as re¬ 
gards these holdings. 

A GREATFUTURE 

During the next ten years, Alber¬ 
ta is going to grow rapidly in popula¬ 
tion and in wealth, is the frank opin¬ 
ion of men of influence who have visi¬ 
ted the west in the course of the past 
few years. Big companies are show¬ 
ing their faith by establishing branch 
offices and industries in the west for 
they see the substantial growth tak¬ 
ing place and tht>y desire to partici¬ 
pate in the prosperity. Such' diversi¬ 
ty of natural resources is available in 
Alberta there can be no possibility of 
growth and prosperity failing to 
come. Every trip to Alberta confirms 
financial men in the opinion that a 
great future confronts this province 
with its coal, gas, oil, agricultural 
lands, cattle, timber, fish, etc. 

OIL SAND FOR ROADS 

The future, for the immense depos¬ 
its of petroleum laden sands to the 
north of the province, erroneously 
named the Athabasca tar sands, lies 
in their extensive use as road build¬ 
ing material, according to Thomas 
Draper, president of the McMurray 
Asphaltum and Oil Company, Limited 

He could see the time when roads 
in smaller towns and on-provincial 
highways would boast of asphalt pav¬ 
ed roads, made possible by develop¬ 
ment of the asphalt ..sands in the 
north. He said one half barrel of .19.6 
Baume heavy crude oil with an asphal 
tic base could be recovered from each 
ton of material removed for road- 
| building material. This oil was un¬ 
ique in that it would flow freely in 
very co|i weather and has met very 
satisfactory tests at 20 below zero. It 
contained five per cent, of benzine, 
three per cent, of kerosene, 12 per 
cent of gas oil, 16 per cent, of med¬ 
ium gas oil, 43 per cent, of lubricant 
and 20 per cent, of light asphaltum. 


Western Alberta One, nearest well 
to the Princ'e of Wales ranch, which 
started drilling in top of Dakotas, is 
at 90 feet Hudson’s Bay-Marland 
is down ab6ut 100 feet. 

Banner One, slightly north, is rig 
ging up and will be spudded in early 
next week. 

This will make five wells in opera¬ 
tion in Highwood-Sinclair field, the 
other two being Imperial Highwood 
and Warner Two. Highwood is ream¬ 
ing at 4,475 feet, and Warner is fish¬ 
ing lor lost tools. 

Operations in this field will soon be 
as extensive as in Waite Valley. Good 
progress continues at wells in the 
northern and southern extremities of 
Turner Valley, 

Invaders Petroleum, most norther¬ 
ly in the field, is at 1,840 and should 
get to Dakotas at any time. Freehold 
One, one and a half miles south of In¬ 
vaders, is drilling at 3,325 feet, ap¬ 
parently near the Home sand. 

Interesting developments may be 
expected at Model One very soon. 
With oil which recently rose 1,200 ft. 
in the well mudded off, new hole is be 
ing made at 5,255 ft. approximately 
100 feet above Dalhousie sands. 

Sixty-three wells are being drilled 
in the Turner Valley, north -west of 
High River, 21 will be started within 
the next fortnight and 28 are produc¬ 
ing crude naptha or crude oil—a 
grand total of 112 wells. Production 
of oil for the first seven months of 
the year is within a few barrels of the 
total production for 1928 and that of 
the whole year is expected to exceed 
the 1928 output by 450,000 barrels. 

Shareholders of Royalite at a week 
end meeting ratified the decision of 
the directors to increase capital stock 
of company from 400,000 to 500,000 
shares. New shares will be allotted 
to existing shareholders at rate of 
one new share at $30 for each four 
shares held. This allotment will be 
made to shareholders of record on 
September 30. Imperial Oil will take 
up its allotment, amounting to $3,000- 
000 this amount to be used-to repay 
loans made by Imperial to Royalite, 
leaving upward of $500,000 in 'Royal¬ 
ite treasury. 

Final arrangements are being made 
for the joint convention of Montana 
and Alberta oil men, which will be 
attended by representatives of many 
other states of the Union and Can¬ 
adian'provinces, to be held here Sep¬ 
tember 18 to 20. Much useful public¬ 
ity for the oil industry will undoubt¬ 
edly result from the convention.

On June 15 in the count at the end 
of the first period, S. G. Coultis’ team 
led with 1,224 points, Mr. Blacklock’s 
team being second with 1,040 and 1L 
E. Rocke third with 842. In the sec¬ 
ond count Mr. Blackiock was leading 
with 974, second place being held by 
Mr. Rocke with 960 and third by. Mr. 
Coultis with 424 points. 

Mr. Blackiock, secretary of the 
Sheep Crek branch, reported that the 
count for this season is much below 
last year’s, the scarcity of crows and 
magpies forcing most hounters to go 
outside the district for their points. 

“This has proved of untold value to 
the local game birds, which rested in 
comparative safety,” Mr. Blackiock 
stated. “We had a very poor stock of 
Hungarian partridge during 1928, 
chicken and grouse just starting to 
make a comeback. This season all 
these birds were present in larger 
numbers than at any time in the past 
six years, chiefly due to the extermin¬ 
ation of crows and magpies.”

IONT HYDRO GROWTH SMASHES TEA CUP MORE LIFE SHOWN 


C, A. Magrath, chairman of the in¬ 
ternational joint commission and the 
Ontario'Hydro is in the west this 
week and speaking of the treaty made 
between the United States -and Can¬ 
ada on the division of waters, said 
Mr. Magrath, in an interview with 
the Herald, is going on smoothly.-The 
Ontario hydro-electric is making 
great strides, increasing its horse¬ 
power, in the great demand for the 
service it renders, at the rate of 100,- 
000 a year. The call for hydro-elec¬ 
tric pow'er is so great that rural trans 
mission lines have been extended 
around 1,000 miles a year. The con¬ 
cern, which is only 18 years old, has 
made a wonderful development. Far¬ 
mers are readily making use of it for 
domestic purposes, thereby greatly 
easing the labors of the woman on 
the farm. • 

The Ontario hydro-electric, said Mr. 
Magrath, has the largest voltage in 
the British Empire with 220,000 volt¬ 
age. It is also the largest concern of 
the type, independent of steam plants, 
in the world. It supplies the city of 
Toronto with a transmission line 220 
miles long from the Ottawa river.
